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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

11/1 7/2006 has been entered. 

2. The priority date is 07/30/2002. 

3. Claims 1-22 were cancelled by the Applicant. Claims 23 and 24 were added by 
Applicant. 

4. Claims 23 and 24 are independent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 23-24 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, either alone or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or 
render obvious the combined limitations of each of the independent claims. In particular, 
the prior arts attributable to Hitchcock . Rawat . and Giraensohn fail to disclose the 
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limitation of a first getting means for getting plural words which are composed of the 
type specification characters on the basis of the determined kind of each type 
specification character, by determining whether the type specification character is 
composing a same word which is composed of the previous type specification character 
if the determined kind of the type specification character is same as the kind of the 
previous type specification character, and also by determining whether the type 
specification character is composing a different word from the word which is composed 
of the previous type specification character if the kind of the determined type 
specification character is different from the kind of the previous type specification 
character . 

7. This limitation provides for taking the previously inputted and assigned type 
information character string (e.g., YYYYMMDD), consisting of type specification 
characters (e.g., Year, Month, Day all describe formats that the form field is able to 
receive) for a given form field and "processes" the character string in such a way that it 
transforms the string into multiple sub-strings by determining, in order beginning from 
the leftmost (Applicant describes this as the "Top") character, the characters' type (Y, M, 
or D). 

8. The "processing" continues until a different type specification character (e.g.. M) 
is encountered at which point the process starts a new substring (Applicant calls these 
substrings words ). Thus, the example stated previously (YYYYMMDD) now would read 
(YYYY, MMDD). The processing continues for the length of the information character 
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string (here that number is eight) to finally yield (YYYY, MM, DD). The length of each 
substring as well as the total length of the string is also calculated. 

9. The result of such a process allows for input data from a database to be 
"reformatted" to fit the form field format. For example, input data (2001 1213) would be 
reformatted as (2001,12,13) and overlaid onto the form field. 

1 0. None of the prior art discloses this first getting means for getting plural words as 
described above, nor the subsequent processing of the input data as disclosed in the 
second getting means for getting plural data by dividing the received data into the plural 
data in order from the top of the received data so that the length of kth gotten data is the 
same as the number of the type specification character composing the kth word gotten 
bv the first getting means . 

1 1 . Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
